In U.S: Will Be 
Felled in 30 Y ears 


“Ip thirty. years ‘we will see the 
last stick of timber felled i the 
United States if the despoilers suc- 
ceed in reaching all,of it. This is 
the prediction of Dr. George P. 
Clements, head of the agricultural 
department of the Los Angeles Qiam- 
ber of Commerce, who has made an 
intensive study of reforestation in 
this country. Chief Forester Greeley 

. is authority for the statement that, 
owing to the great toll of fire, the 
presen forest lands will not last 
twenty years. ; 


Speaking of the situation in this 
state, which he asserts is of grave 
concern, Dr. Clements says, ‘With 
us in California, where our only de- 
termining feature is water, these 
forests mean life. Of our 99,617,280 
acres it takes more than 90,000,000 
acres to furnish water for the 8,000,- 
000 in crop, of which 4,000,000 acres, 
now agricultural, are under irriga- 
tion. There are also the civic water 
needs; and even if every drop is con- 
served, the whole will take care of 
=) than 20,000,000 acres.” 


Deploring the depletion of the val- 
uable timber lands’ of the nation, Dr. 
Clements continues, “The wanton de- 
struction of our watersheds is caus- 
ing an annual waste of timber suf- 
ficient to house 500,000 people, and 

. we have commercial timber for only 
twerlty years. All our pulp wood is 
already gone. 


“With the annual growth of” wood 
in the United States computed to be 
approximately six billion cubic feet 
and the total cut almost twenty-five 
Dillion feet, we cannot hope to 
remedy this national calamity by 
-vegarding it with the indifference 
which we now show.” 

' Ya view of this situation, the 
seriousness of which is - apparent 
from Dr. Clement's figures, and ‘in 
the Hgbt of the tremendous 106ss 
annually by fire of homes and build- 
ing built of combutible materials—- 


the joss in 1922 being more than | 


$521,000,000—it is generally agreed 
by authorities that fire-safe construc- 
tion is imminently necessary if we 
are to protect human life and safe- 
guard the future. 

Regarding the problem of flimsy 
construction, the result of building 
with temporary, inflammable ma- 
terials, George S. Summerell, Sec- 
retary-Manager- of the California 
Common Brick Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, says, “As a matter of. fact, 
this problem is mpre , serious than 
many of us realize. We are ¢hal? 
lenged to give serious thought to 
this situation if the wonderful build- 
ing development we. have made is to 
be permanent and of lasting beauty, 
We must avoid methods now that 
may make, it necessary for us to 
rebuild our city twenty years hence. 

“That the building public has be- 
gun to realize the seriousness of 
this situation is evident from’ the 
increasing demand for brick and the 
other everlasting building materials. 
Fortunately, too, the brick industry 
in Southern California has now be- 
come so highly devQXoped thae brick 
is today available in unlimited quan- 
tities of a higher quality and at a 
lower cost than ever before.” 

It is pointed out further that the 
use of the recognized permanent 
building materials, which no weost 
but slightly more than the lumber 
for frame construction and which in 
the long run are far more economi- 
. eal, is the only course that will save 
_. the country from the ruinous defor- 
_ estation that is now taking place.

SACRAMENTO, ie 8.—Results of 


the headlight camphign Jaunched fe- |. 


cently by the division of motor ye- 
hicles show that\-approximately 60 
per cent of all California motorists 
were driving with lights improperly 
adjusted when the campaign started, 
according to division officlals. The 
percentage wWgs arrived at‘ by check- 
ing the reports of officers operating 
in various: parts .of the State. 

In checking wp violators the offt- 
cers found nearly 90 per cent of 
them had glaring headlights. Cita- 
tions were given the remaining 10 
per cent ‘because of broken lenses, 
rusty reflectors and 
numberous minor violation. A num- 
ber were found driving with only one 
light burning. 

The officers also’ found a_ large 
number of persons using spotlights 
improperly. Some of/these spotlights 
were found fastened to fenders, 
axles and such other places as to 
anake it. impossible to comply With 
ithe laws ; 

Chief Inspector C. K. Harder, who 
is in charge of the officers handling 
the campaign has ‘fgsued instructions 
to give violator, three dayse,to have 
their lights properly adjusted, after 
a citation is handed them.
